MESSAGE 


HURT  and  CAROL  PORTER 


It  isn't  news  anymore  that  thousands  of  children  in  this  country  go  hungry  every  day.  What  is  news  is 
what  is  being  done  in  the  city  of  Houston,  Texas,  to  alleviate  the  hunger  of  little  children.  Carol  Porter, 
a  registered  nurse,  and  her  husband  Hurt,  a  radio  broadcaster,  adopted  a  tiny  5-week-old  baby  who  was 
malnourished  because  her  mother  fed  her  sugar  water  when  she  ran  out  of  formula.  This  moved  them  to 
consider  all  of  the  children  who  go  hungry  every  day  and  whom  no  one  is  feeding.  Carols  rage  cried  out, 
"No  child  in  this  country  should  have  to  go  without  eating." 

The  Porters  did  not  sit  still.  In  1985  they  established  Kid-Care,  the  nation's  first  meals-on-wheels  pro- 
gram for  children.  They  began  by  working  out  of  their  own  kitchen,  preparing  meals  for  children  and  dis- 
patching them  to  the  homes  and  schools  in  the  neighborhood.  The  more  they  worked,  the  more  the  need  for 
food  for  hungry  children  surfaced.  They  began  soliciting  area  churches  and  grocery  stores  for  help  in  feed- 
ing the  children. 

Their  determination  to  make  a  go  of  the  project  keeps  them  energized.  Observing  little  children  dig- 
ging in  the  garbage,  looking  for  food  in  dumpsters  at  fast-food  restaurants  was  more  than  Hurt  and  Carol 
Porter  could  take.  So  they  adopted  an  entire  apartment  complex  in  northeast  Houston.  The  children  there 
will  have  food  to  eat  every  day. 

Obstacles  continue  to  be  present  in  their  efforts  to  do  good  for  the  children.  While  working  in  their 
home  and  preparing  to  move  into  their  new  facility,  they  encountered  a  somewhat  difficult  situation 
when  the  Houston  Health  Department  required  that  they  comply  with  local  health  regulations,  which  in- 
cluded three  new  kitchen  sinks,  for  which  they  had  no  money  and  no  room.  Carol's  response  to  health 
officials,  "My  kitchen  is  certainly  much  cleaner  than  a  garbage  can,  which  is  what  1  found  some  of  my 
kids  eating  out  of." 

But  it  wasn't  long  before  the  Porters  had  dozens  of  offers  to  donate  sinks.  One  person  even  left  a  hand- 
washing sink  on  her  front  doorstep.  A  plumbing  company  offered  to  install  removable  sinks  free  of  charge. 

The  Porters  are  looking  forward  to  the  end  of  these  kind  of  hassles  because  Kid-Care  has  purchased  a 
nearby  warehouse  where  it  will  eventually  relocate.  But  $350,000  is  still  needed  to  renovate  the  new  facility. 

Kid-Care  has  expanded  its  program  to  more  than  just  a  localized  meals-on-wheels  program  run  out  of  a 
home.  Today  the  organization  is  serving  more  than  14,000  meals  each  month.  Currently  Kid-Care  consists 
several  programs.  Kid-Care  Academy  is  a  preschool  program  that  operates  three  and  a  half  days  a  week, 
with  hopes  of  expanding  to  a  five-day-a-week  program  with  a  certified  teacher.  Kid-Care  Day-Care  helps 
subsidize  day-care  costs  for  mothers  who  desire  to  finish  their  education  and/or  find  employment.  Kid- 
Care  Summer  Camp  is  a  summer  camp  program  for  kids  ages  6  to  17.  For  three  weeks  the  children  learn 
about  self-esteem,  positive  thinking,  how  to  get  along  with  others,  and  how  to  avoid  negative  pressure. 
Campers  also  learn  to  fish,  swim,  water  ski,  and  other  exciting  things  like  riding  horses. 

This  program  has  sparked  the  attention  of  the  local  and  national  media.  The  Porters  have  received 
many  local  and  national  awards  for  their  work  for  the  children.  It  is  our  pleasure  to  add  to  the  list  the 
MESSAGE  Excellence  Award  for  their  contributions  to  the  children,  our  future. 


DR.  CALVIN  B.  ROCK 


A  life  built  by  feats  of  excellence  for  personal  growth  and  outreach  to  help  others  has  been  his  constant  motif 
Preacher,  pastor,  administrator,  evangelist,  author,  and  educator  are  just  a  few  of  the  talents  and  areas  of  ser- 
vice in  which  Dr.  Calvin  B.  Rock  has  contributed.  He  has  distinguished  himself  as  a  well-rounded,  profound, 
devoted  man  of  God,  and  preacher  of  the  gospel.  Rock's  calm,  cool,  but  firm,  composure  lends  itself  favorably  to  his 
many  accomplishments. 

The  first  of  three  children,  part  of  a  lineage  of  four  generations  of  Adventism,  Rock  was  bom  in  New  York  City, 
crisscrossed  the  United  States  attending  vanous  elementary  schools,  high  schools,  and  academic  institutions,  and  grad- 
uated from  Oakwood  College  with  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  in  Religion  in  1 954.  Dr.  Rock  received  his  Master  of 
Arts  degree  in  sociology  from  the  University  of  Detroit  in  1966  and  his  Doctor  of  Ministry  degree  in  1978  from 
Vanderbih  University.  His  clamor  for  excellence  would  not  let  him  rest,  and  he  earned  a  Ph.D.  degree  in  religious 
ethics  from  Vanderbilt  University  in  1984. 

Dr.  Rock's  formal  ministry  began  in  the  South  Atlantic  Conference,  where  he  served  as  pastor-evangelist  for  dis- 
tricts in  Columbia,  South  Carolina,  and  Orlando  and  Miami,  Florida.  From  1963  to  1967  he  pastored  a  congregation  in 
Detroit,  Michigan,  until  he  accepted  a  call  to  serve  the  Southern  Union  as  associate  ministerial  secretary.  In  1970  Rock 
accepted  a  pastorate  in  the  Northeastern  Conference,  and  in  1971  he  was  elected  to  serve  as  President  of  Oakwood 
College.  He  holds  the  distinction  of  serving  the  longest  tenure  as  president  of  this  instimtion. 

The  year  1985  brought  on  a  new  challenge  for  Dr.  Rock  when  the  General  Conference  invited  him  to  serve  as  gen- 
eral vice  president.  This  office  brought  new  responsibilities  as  he  assumed  the  chairmanship  of  important  boards  and 
committees,  including  the  Loma  Linda  University  and  Medical  Center,  the  Home  Study  International  Board,  the 
Geoscience  Institute  Board,  the  International  Board  of  Education,  the  Theological  Education  Committee,  the  Church 
Manual  Committee,  and  the  Eastern  Asia  Committee  (overseeing  the  Adventist  work  in  China). 

Also  to  the  office  of  vice  president  Rock  brought  the  coveted  yet  exalted  dimension  of  evangelism.  He  has  taken 
evangelistic  teams  into  London,  England;  Nairobi,  Kenya;  Bulawayo,  Zimbabwe;  Novibusik,  Russia;  and  Accra, 
Ghana.  Thousands  have  been  baptized  as  a  result  of  his  evangelistic  preaching  style  that  slants  toward  the  intellectual. 
Deeper  hidden  meanings  surface  and  then  are  broken  down  in  a  manner  that  touches  the  soul  of  all. 

Rock  has  written  five  books:  Our  God  is  able.  Church  Leadership:  A  Call  to  Virtue,  The  Love  of  Christ;  Seeing 
Christ,  and  to  be  released  in  the  summer  of  1994,  They  Without  Us. 

Besides  Rock's  hobbies  of  golf,  travel,  and  writing,  his  latest  passion  toward  greater  excellence  is  the  new  concept 
of  Reach  Back,  Inc.  a  new  nonprofit  corporation  established  for  the  purpose  of  mobilizing  Black  Adventist  profession- 
als for  the  support  of  special  projects  both  in  the  United  States  and  Africa.  This  concept  has  three  main  features:  (1) 
scholarship  for  Blacks  in  higher  education,  (2)  special  projects  in  Africa,  and  (3)  the  encouragement  of  research  and 
writing  in  connection  with  Black  Adventism  in  the  U.S.  "This,"  Rock  says,  "is  what  I  dream  and  sleep  just  as  1  do  the 
subject  righteousness  by  faith." 

Rock  is  married  to  the  former  Clara  Peterson  youngest  daughter  of  the  late  F.  L.  Peterson,  and  they  have  three 
daughters  and  four  grandsons.
